Kwangsi-ites | 


ON THE RUN AT NIGHT 


—_ ‘Canton, Yestorday. 

Hayling withdrawn ‘his rex.nanta to 
tho farthest west of Kwangal, Genoral 
Li Chung-jen has suddenly ordered tho 
dotention of his threo Divisional Com: 
manders, Wang Kun, Meng Chi and 
Peng Hel-lu, who aro said to have at- 
tempted to plot against him, by co 
operating with General Lui Woon-yim, 
tha Vice-Commander-in-Chief of the 
8th Army Route, supporting the Cen- 
tral Government. 

Trouble arlaing out of the arrears 
duo to them, the troops under the nbove 
commandera mutinied against General 
Li, but were, however, forcibly ra- 
organised and subsequently takon over 
under the control of Generals Liang 
Chao-chi and Hsu Chung-wu. 

For this reason and also tho lack of 
funds and ammunition, the Kwangsi 
remnants have tricd by every possible 
menna to avoid an encounter and to 
evacuate any city upon the arrival of 
the Canton forces, whose recent occus 
pation of Mengshan, Shekko, Shanchi, 
Kuanling, Shouyen and Lalpo was 
made without opposition. 


Afraid of Bombs . 

Belng apprchensive of borhbs fiom 
‘planes, tho Insurgents offect tho ro- 
tiromont from cities at night whilo 
many of the rebela—taking advantago 
of tho,darkness:-— make thelr escapo 
from their lender, General Li. 

It {8 reported that cach rebel offlcor, 
or soldier dally receives a food allow- 
ance of only 10 cents with one catty 
of rico, which is, howover, lovied rom 
the peoplo locally. 

With the continuous purault by the 
8th Army Route towards Liuchow, ond 
by tho 6th Army Routo towards Kwal- 
lin, the Tronsides and  Kwangst 
remnants, who number about 12,000, 
each man being equipped with an aver- 
ure of G0 rounds, aro in no way fitted 
for o further struggle. <A recent report 


{ndleates thnt the plan of tho robeln |- 


{a to. ntation one regiment at Wuhsun, 
ono regiment at Kweilin, and thred 
regiments ot’ Liuchow, while the ra 
maining remnants aro dispersed over 
tho aurrounding villages. — Canton 
News Agency.

Reflections By And On The Governor 
A new record must have been set up during the past week for the 
number of gubernatorial functions and gubernatorial speeches. 
His Excellency Sir Cecil Clementi has assuredly never been so much 
in the public eye as he has during the short ‘period mentioned—a 
period that has coincided not only with the farewell public gather- 
ing in his honour but with the numerous Speech Days at the various 
Schools, at nearly all of which either His Excellency’ or Lady 
Clementi has been in great demand. i. . : 
‘As was.to be expected Sir Cecil was 
vein, particdlarly atthe public gathering on thé'Horig Kong Cricket 
Club ground;-the Legislative Council mecting, hid ‘the opening of 
the Ying Wah College in Kowloon. ‘The light he'was able to throw 
on some of what may justifiably be termed his early days in the 
Colony, was refreshingly interesting not alone to the surviving re- 
sidents of that period, but to those who have subsequently come 
here to work and to participate in the numerous movements making 
for the public good. It is at all times inspiriting in the highest 
degree to have opencd for us hitherto closed pages of the past and 
to learn ‘afresh the lesson that the ways of administrators and 
citizens of a couple or three decades ago need not necessarily be 
condemned or despised because they do not bear the vintage of the 
present generation with ita greater scientific method of “handling 
civic affairs, As there are “sermons in stones and texts in runing 
brooks,” so are there infinite sources of inspiration for usin the 
mere recalling of earlier triumphs and even earlier failures. And 
there are names of administrators, educationalists, and so forth 
whom it would be a thousand pities to forget altogether. . They are 
all of blessed memory so far as concerns the remarkable progress 
of ‘the once “barren rock” called Hong Kong. Verily though they 
have been laid to rest these many years their works doth still live 
as imperishable monuments of the will to cave the Colony a better 
place than when they first came hero. Sir Cecil Clementi has indeed 
laid us all under tribute for the kindly recollections he hog’ aroused 
of that period of the past, at any rate, with which his brilliant 
carcer in the service of His Majesty shall for ever be affectionately 
associated. | 7 ae : 
Likewise waa it pleasing to havo the timely reminder from Sir 
Cecil that within a fow years we shall be celebrating the centenary 
of the Colony as o British Possession, * Bigo jin the 
Orient runs not with the speed of the ‘chariot bit -files 
with the celerity of a super-seroplanc — hence matty here 
to-day may be far away in the actual year’ of ‘our cen- 
tenary. That thought should but inculcate within us all a hope 
that the celebratton of the centenary shall be on o scale common- 
surate with the glorious traditions woven: sroynd its history from 
the days of the carlicat ploncers down to the period of our latest 
administrators, of whom Sir Cecil Cloment{ will stand out as one 
of the ablest and one of the most gifted.

“vAt' this anniversary season wo 
are all forcibly reminded, that the 
songs of Robert Burns are, each 
of them, simply links in that chain 
which, stretching to the ends of 
the carth, binds Scotsmen to their 
native land, ‘A chain wonderfully 
durable; a chain which even the 
strain. of modern times can 
nelther break nor impair; o chain 
tempered in the firo of national 
enthusiaam, its every link, weld- 
led by successlvo generations of 
men and women, whose zeal, and 
love for the songs which fashion 
it, have kopt it, free from all the 
corroding Influences of the Ages. 
To most ‘of us, if not ‘all, the songs 
of Robert Burns aro just little 
melodic mirrors reflecting the 
social and economic ‘pictures of 
‘his time. ‘Som¢one has‘ said-—-vory 
wisely, I think—that,' “not to 
know tha past, Is to remain ever 
acchild.” The samo thought is 
expressed in anothor manner by 
an old historian, “If a man wore

_ History of the Oral Ballad © 
| Never were truer words utter- 
od. Scotland has to build much of 
its history upon the. old oral 
ballads; ‘ballads that, handed down 
from father to son, from gonera- 
tlon to genoration, alone furnish- 
ad the means of drawing aside 
tho curtain ‘on much that lay en- 
shrouded in doubt and, darkness. 
Without. the musical vehicle to 
which thoy ‘wora wedded, they 
eould scarcely havo lived.

On his own ad- 
miaaton, he had firat-to be master 
of the melody before giving it its 
Ayrical garment, just ns tho,tailor 
muat bo, maostor of your monsure-* 
ments before. he cuts your sult. 
This explains the oxcellence of the 
Burne’s lyric. In. many respects 
our national Bard ts quite as In- 
terastIng to atudy ng a musician, 
as he Is a poct, and lyrist, It is 
only natural to accopt the dictum 
that all poets aro musical—the 
arta of music and pootry being 
twin—; Tho musle of his age, and 
particularly the old oral ballad 
melodies, had such an effect on 
him as to reduco him often to 
teara, Why, we can detect oa tear 
An his pen when writing about the 
old minstrels who fashioned them!

“LOCAL EDUCATION: 


Speech by the Hon, 
Dr. Ts'o 


VERNACULAR ‘SCHOOLS 

Tho following speoch was made 
by the Hon. Dr. 3. W. Ts'o, 0.B.B., 
LL.D., at the.Governmont Vornacu- 
lar Middle Schoo} whon he gaye 
away the prizes yesterday morning. 

“It was with the‘greatost pleasure 
that I-accepted the kind Invitation 
of Mr, Ralphs, tho Director of Edu- 
cation, to come here to-day and dia- 
tribute the prizes and cortificates to 
the successful students. 

After listening.to the School ro- 
port which Mr. Li, the head master, 
has just rend, I congratulate you, 
mastors and students, on the splen- 
did manner you have. worked 
during the year under review. I 
also thank you, Mr. Li, for your 
kind remarks about me and for your 
congratulations on my appointment, 
as ono of the members ropresonting 
the Chinese, on tho Legislative 
Council. ‘ oe 
* It ia most pleasing and gratify- 
ing, Mr. Li, to note in your report, 
of the many gifts of books which 
the schoo) has recelved during the 
year from frionds antl well-wishers 
and, partleularly, of the munificent 
donation of $3,000 from Mr. Fung 
Ping-shan to provide for scholar- 
ships, F 

Mr. Fung Ping-shan, we all know, 
has dono a great deal for the cause 
of education in the Colony. His 
generosity is proverbinl. He Js a 
strong advocate of Chinese, while 
acquiring o modern education, to 
study Chinese classics, to preserve 
the best of Chinese  lecarn- 
ing, tradition, civilisation and 
virtucs,- which are taught by 
our classics and history. To 
impart such knowledge is the 
object and aim of your school and 
I earnestly: hope the woll-to-do 
Chineso in the Colony will emulate 
the noble example’ of Mr. Fung 
Ping-shan and will strongly support 
the School. 

I am rather surprised, however, of 
the large number of applicants for 
admission to the School that havo 
been turned away annually. It seems 
a great pity that so many applicants 
should be denied of an entrance to 
such a splendid school. No ‘doubt 
the School premises have only oa 
limited space and cannot accom- 
modate more than its. full 
capacity, and. I hope 
day the Government will see 
its way of providing tho school 
with o better and larger bullding 
where no noise of strcat traffic will 
distract, nor will the class rooms 
be overlooked by passers by. Like 
your predecessor. The Saiyingpun 
School, you are’ experiencing the 
same difficulties and troubles with 
the surroundings of the school pre- 
mises, but ‘I hope the Government 
will soon instal you, Hke your pre- 
decessor, into another bullding 
something like that of the King's 
College. Iam firmly convinced that 
monoy spent by the state for the 
education of its people is like put- 
ting money inton savings bank, It 
will not be lost but will be returned 
with compound interest. 

In the matter of sports I am glad 
to hear that you got on so well, 
in spite. of the lack of space for 
training, I should Jike to see all 
school boys taking up fleld sports. 
It is a common knowledge that on 
the Island thero is not sufficiont 
playing fields to moet the demand. 
LT hope you will not on that account, 
leave ficld sports undeveloped in the 
school. I om sfre the Director of 
Education will do his best to asaist 
you in securing some place to play 
on,” , ‘ . 

Supporting Dr. Ts'o on tho plat- 
form were Mr. E. Ralphs, Director 
of Education, Mr. Y. P. Law, Inspec. 
tor of Vernacular Schools, the Rev,

“Privates” in Great ° 
Film Army 


More and better work for Holly- 
wood’s vast array of extra players. 
is one of the cheering ‘signs ap- 
parent In the new era of talking 
motion pictures. . 

Figures from the Central Casting 
Bureau, the agency with which the 
extras arc registered, show that 
there nre some 12,000 of the go- 
called “privates” in the flm army, 
A recent estimate showed that 
6,000 of this number usually are 
unemployed. 

The lean days for the extras 
show definite signa of coming to 
an end, however, with perhaps bet- 
ter times than those provided in, 
the allent films being in store. 

The talking pletures have 
gradually emerged from the smal! 
settings that prevailed during thelr 
infancy. “To-day, there ia acarcely 
a dialogue picture made that docs 
not have its-ono or two huge set. 
tings and big srones which require 
Jarge numbers of extras. 

Further than that, the day of the 
production with many big settings, 
all of which require from fifty to 
soveral hundred extras, has already 
arrived. Ono such talking picturo 
is now in production at Parn- 
mount's Hollywood studios. It Ja 
tho musical romance, “The Vaga- 
bond King,” starring Dennis King. 

Fifty-five settings hava been 
bullt, or ara In process of conatruc- 
Hon for this picture. Whore moat 
films have their one or two big sot- 
tings, this production will havo 
more than thirty, Many of thom 
will occupy tho complote tnterlors 
of the largost of tha’ new sound 
stages. Instead of threo and four 
days work for large numbers of 
oxtras, “Tho Vagabond King” {a 
furnishing several weoks of prac- 
tically uninterrupted omploymont 
for many. Still others are boing 
provided with from two to fifteen 
days work In tho largest of tho 


nots. 
A Vagabond Inn 

“One hundred and fifty oxtras 
wero used five daya for Acanes 
taken in a vagabond inn setting. 
Tho samo number wore rogulred 
for two days In Notre Dame 
cathedral scenes and threo daya In 
eastle garden scones. It took four 
days to film tho scenes in the court 
yard adjoining Notre Dats and 160 
playors. wero used. Highty extras 


‘| worked four days in a huge gallows 


setting. Sixty were kept busy fuur 
days for acenes taken in 4 daatle 


days, Three dnys were occupied In 
filming seenes taken in a royut bad- 
room where fifty extras were used 
and sixty-five worked three days in 
u lower setting, Sixty more extras 
were used for a day in garden ter- 
rnee scenes and another day in ac- 
tion fAlmed outside the cnstle gar- 
den. 

Buttle scenes and much other ac- 
tion in which great numbers of 
extras will -be required are yet to 
be taken. 7 

By way of contrast, “Inter- 
ference,” Paramount's first all- 
talking picture, had but one setting 
in which a large number of extras 
were used. For scenes taken In a 
memorial chapel, _ seventy - five 
players were called. It took one 
day to film these scenes. 

“The Vagabond King” 

More than twice the number of 
extras used In the average silent 
picture are required for. “The 
Vagaband King", according ta Fred 
Datig, Paramount's casting direc 
tor, When tho last bit of action 
has been filmed, tha production 
will have provided approximately a 
third more work for the extras than 
that furnished by Emil Janninga’ 
“Sins of the Fathers", one of the 
Inst big silent pictures, | 

This film had practically tho 
same length production achedule as 
that given “Tho Vagabond King.” 


It had far more big settings than’ 


tho averago silent picture and con- 
sequently used more oxtras. Thera 
were 260 players of all types used 
in plenic garden scenes which re- 
quired two days to film. Qne hun- 
dred and ten playors wore used in 
a prison setting. Party acencs re- 
quired, 150 playora and thore wero 
soveral restaurant seta in which 
from twenty-five to 100 extras were 
used. There were, however, a 
great many scencs and settings for 
which no extras were roquired. 

So much for the more work 
prospects of the tntking pfctures, 
Tho “bettar” part Iles In the fact 
that extras can now.do more colour. 
ful thinga than make up mobs, 
Thoy have opportunities. to speak 
lines or sing and-can thus Inject 
moro of thelr peraonalitles into the 
scenes Jn which they appear.

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CONCERNING WINE 


“The wine you like is good wine” 
—a phrase invented by some alert 
salesman to make his customer go 
away hapny with a low priced com- 
modity—is no more essontially. true 
than “The picture you like is a good 
picture!” or “The music yow lke is 
good music”, 

There is a better and a worse in 
wine as in Art, which can bo per- 
ceived by one whose taste has been 
trained by experience and know- 
ledge; and it Is obvious that the 
more oxquisite savours of wine, as 
the higher plenaures of Art, can 
only bo enjoyed by those who have 
given intelligent attention to tho 
matter. 

There are not wanting, men with 
a spuprious alr of connoisseur- 
ship who mike a_ pretence 
to knowledge and perceptions 
they do not possess, and it 
is no bad thing to be armed 
against tho foibles of these aimable, 
if Irritating, people. 

Pralsers of pnat ages may bo in- 
clined to suppose that the old wines 
were better In their day than tho 
nzw. The mellowness and delicacy 
the age has given them and the too 
easy acceptance at their face value 
of the Legends of the Wino Table, 
prevent a just comparison. The 
progress of viticulture and the full. 
er knowledge we possess of solls 
and the bacteriology, both of health 
and disease, make it probable that 
never was wine better made than 
now, even allowlng for the long 
drawn out.ravages of the phylloxeta 
vastatrix, the grape louse, that little 
boast of a green fly which emigrated 
from America to France about the 
Sixties of the last century in some 
vine stocks, and has caused;untold 
damage and anxiety ever since, es- 
pectally in the perfods 1868—1873 
and 1882—1886 when it halved tho 
output of the French vinoyards. 

Of course there aro many factors, 
mostly of Inte origin, which threat- 
en to bo Increasingly unfavour- 
able. to n continued production of 
good wine.

The Age of “Ford” 
Workers 


Tho United States Dopurtment of 
Labour's Monthly Reviow states 
that in- a rocent interview, 
Mr, Ford declared’. that rumours 
circulated from time to time to tho 
-offoct that the Ford plants are .re- 
fusing to employ anyone over 40 
wore untruo, Under no cirgum- 
atnnces, he sald, would he havo‘a 
personnel of young men only, “As 
a mattor of fact,” he went on, “Wo 
should prefer, If wo could make 
the choice, to have all of our 
poonle between 35 and 60 years old, 
for then wo should have a stablo 
‘and .oxpericneed force. We would 

- not cnre how much over 60 the men 
wore 4o long as they could do thoir 
work.” Whilo a man 70 yoars of 
age could nat be expected to have 
na great physical endurance an o 
man of 26, tho older man, Mr. Ford 
held, should have something much 
more valuable, The employment 
department records indicated that 
tho Joba requiring endurance wore, 
ini general, best: performed by mon 
40 years of age and over. Younger 
workers seomed ‘to grow weary of 

-this kind of work rather ‘quickly 
and wished to be transferred to 
lens heavy jobs. © 

Ag the timo of the interviow, the 
Ford plants had more than, 120,000 
employees in and about Detroit. 
These workers had not been 
classified by age, but a short time 
beforo, when the personnel numbor- 
od about 90,000, such a clagsifica- 
tion had been made, and the age 

‘\groups wore, Mr. Ford’ belioved, 
proportionately the sama to-day. 
Of the 90,000 workers, 618 were 
under 20, 28,483 between 20 ond 
30, 34,230 between: 30 and 40, 
20,620 between 40° and 60, 6,906 
between 50 and 60, 680 betwean 60 
and 70, and 20 over 70 years. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Ford, the employ- 

_ Ment department mado no dlstinc- 
tlon as to ago, fitness for the job 
being the only requirement. 


than younger man; that was 
‘about tho only distinction in a 
Ford factory. Younger men wore 
expected to bo faster than old men, 
afd as a rule that proved to bo the 
‘ease.

JUDGE ON ACCIDENTS 


Twelve Miles Per Hour 
Thought Reckless 


‘In tho King’s Bench Division re- 
cently Mr. Justice Avory stated that 
in cases of collisions between motor 
vehicles’ the common practice of 
drivora was to suggest that if their 
yehicles skidded it was unavold- 
ablo, and that they, were personally 
rolicved from blame. Ut was no 
exaggeration to say that 90 per 
cent. of the skids were caused by 
drivers applying thelr brakes sud- 
denly when the vehicles were going 
too fast, and it was no excuse to 
say that vehicles skidded and that 
the accident could not ve helped, 

The Judge added that it was a 
fallacy nowadays for a driver to 
think that if he were only going 
twelve miles an hour he could not 
be in the wrong after an necfdent. 
In. the old days of — horse-drawn 
vehicles, if 1 man admitted to a 

- speed of twelve miles an hour 
everybody would have sald at what 
a reckless apeed he was driving. 

The judge was summing-up in a 
personal Snjurles case to a common 
jury, who awarded damages of 
£600 to Mra. Maric Henrietta 
Chambin, of Thurloe Court, Fulham 
Road, Chelaca, and of £360 to Mra. 
Lilfan Arnall, of Joubert’s Man- 
sions, Jubilee Place, Chelaca. 
They were {injured Inst January 
when a taxicab in which they were 
riding colllded with a private motor- 
ear. : :

Look Before You Leap! 

It is necessary to..bv careful in 
the creation of anew criminal 
offence. There are many actions 
which are wrong and which can bo 
penalised civilly, but which it Ia 
not desirable to mako criminal. 
The object of the new Bill is to 
prevent motor thieves and irrespon- 
sible persons for “borrowing” 
vehicles which “they. have no sort 
of right to use, but, in effecting 
this object, the draftsman has in- 
cluded persons whom it is clearly 
undesirable to make criminals. 
| Another anomaly in the Bill is 
that, whereas, on- the one hand, a 
chauffeur who takes out the car 
against orders is guilty of an 
offence, if,.on the other hand, he 
goes further, and lends the car to 
a friend, who belleves he has the 
right to lend it, neither he nor the 
friend will be guilty, of an offence. 
From the owner’s point of view, 
however, this latter act. is a much 
more serious breach of duty than’ 
the former, and far more likely to 
involve him in pecuniary loss, c.g. 
owing to the friend’s bad driving. 


Ford's Output 
The Ford Motor Company pro- 
duced 36 per cent. of the total 
American and Canadian output of 
automobiles Inst year and its goin 
of 1,101,000 cars accounts for nine- 
tenths of the advance over the 1928 
production, according to estimates 
contuined in a recent bulletin of 
the, National City Bank of New 
York.

Battery Care 

If you are slways pressed for 
time and cannot afford to fuss with 
the battery as “frequently na ad- 
visable there igs something to be 
gained in doing the work accurate- 
ly. Car owners waste a lot of time 
adding too little water to tho bat- 
tery cells merely because they have 
no handy way of telling just how 
high the electrolyte is above the 
plates. Some put in an excess of 
water, but succeed only in bringing 
on other troubles. Accuracy, how- 
ever, can bo had casily enough by 
the following plan:—Dip a glass 
tube Into the cell being tested until, 
the Jower end ‘of it touches the 
plntes. Then hold your thumb over 
the top of the tube, When you lift 
the tube ‘out of the battery the 
water in the tube will show the 
height of the electrolyte above the 
cells. This should measure about 
3-8 to % Inch.

Olling ond Idling 

Motorists who use devices that 
lubriente the valve stems and up- 
por cyHnder walls might profit by 
more efficient control of the apecial 
fluids that aro drawn into the in- 
take through auction, Working on 
a vacuum principle ft fs obvious 
theno devices: allaw too much oll to 
be drawn into the Intake when tha 
onging fdles and not onough when 
it Js running nt top speed. With 
some means of controlling the suc- 
tlon of tho flow of ofl tha driver 
can, howsver, adjust lubrication to 
suit conditions, Ha néeds to stop 
lubrication of the valve during 
traMe driving and whon tho engine 
{dles. While he cannot obtatn aa 
much ofl feod at high spood as at 
{dfing he cnn act the adjustment 
for maximum opening whon driv. 
ing fant nnd got a good supply of 
ofl every time he takes his foot off 
the accalorntor, slows down, ahif 
Bears or conate, 


Tho substantive words _ creating 
the offence arn “every porson who 
takes and drivos away from any 
place any fnotor vohicle «. .,.: fa 
gullty of an offence,” so that o man 
who pushes a car, or a man who 
enters it, proparatory to driving, ia 
not guilty of an offonce until ho 
drives away. Aa powor of arrest 
without warrant is only given to 
n policeman after an offence has 
been committed, it Is rather bad 
luck on tho pollceman, He will 
have to stand and watch propara- 
tions for an offenca being mado, 
unable to interfere until a chanco 
{a given to him to risk his neck by 
jumping into or in front of the now 
moving car. 

Further, it .might reasonably 
have been thought that quite a use- 
ful provision would have beon one 
enabling the Court to award the 
whola or part of any fine inflicted 
to the owner of the car in order to 
‘save the expense of further civil 
proceedings. Tho private Bill -pre- 
sented by Str Gervais Rentoul with 
the anme object as the Government 
Bill provided for both these last 
two matters. 

When Consent May Be Assumed 

The actual offence under the 
Government Bil) is that of taking 
and driving away from any place 
any vehicle without ‘the consent of 
the owner thereof and without 
other lnwful authority, but it is 
miade a defence to a charge If a 
defendant can prove that he acted 
in the balief that he had lawful 


owner would, in the circumstances 
of the case, have given his consent 
if ‘he had been asked therefor. 

If a car'is borrowed in an emer- 
gency such aos fire, sudden illness, 
felony or the like, the unauthorised 
borrower will have a defence under 
the last proviso, ns any reasonable 
person would lend his car in such 
circumstances. i ‘ 

Theo Bill applies to motor vehicles 
only, and not, as Sir Gervais 
‘Rentoul’a private Bill applied, to 
all vehicles. No doubt joy-riding 
is mostly confined to motor cars 
and motor cydles, but there seems 
no reason for not giving similar 
protection to the owners of horses 
and carts or even to bicyclists. 

This is a much necded Bill and 
it- is to be hoped that it will 
speedily become law, but it seems 
equally desicable that it should be 
j considerably amended first. In par- 
ticular, a clause disqualifying per- 
sons who coinmit offences under 
the’new Bill and motor thieves 
from holding a driving licence, and 
making them liable to severe penal- 
j tes if they drive when disqualified, 
would -help to keep these pests off 
the road. -

Colossal Expenditure 
-On Roads ; 


Thoso of our rondora who have 
not forgotton Willans’ Law. will bo 
awaro of ita valuo in keoping tho 
mind ‘concentrated on ossential 
issues, and-a aimilar rule would be 


very acceptable for dealing with 
tho transport question, At the 
present time, it is unusual to open 
A nowspaper without finding ono 
or more articles donling with 
thia stibject, but itis rare indeed 
that the ossential fesucs are set 
out. While in no way wishing to 
minimise the Importance of. good 
ronds as_.n factor in national 
prosperity, it Is at least arguablo 
that there has beon.a tendency to 
over-emphasia in this direction in 
recent yeurs. Between 1920 and 
1927, the Inst year for which full 
details are avallablo, the total ¢x- 
penditure on roads has exceeded a 
total of £340,000,000, and it is 
probably only because the major 
-portion of this cost has fallen on 


tho rutes that it has not created | 


any appreciable disquistude. 

At is impossible to reach any con- 
sensus ‘of opinion about whether 
our annual expenditure on road 
construction and maintenance has 
renched the point of extravagance, 
but those who favour tho present 
lnvish scale can at lonst point to 
the-onormous development in traffic 
which has accompanied the policy. 
Quite apart from the Increase in 


touring cars, of which the numbers }, 


on tho ronds have nearly 
quadrupled in the past seven years, 
tho number of motor-cycles was 
more ‘than doubled {in the same 
period, while commercial vehicles 
have increased from 186,000 to 
305,744. It is hardly too muth to 
say that the bulk of these increases 
ja directly attributable to improv- 
ed road facilities. . 

Of the figures mentioned, those 
referring. to commercial vehicles 
are the most important, since they 
represent a Inrge diversion of goods 
and passenger transport from the 
rajlways to the ronds. The figures 
In themselves are, however, some- 
what misleading,. as they do not 
take account of a marked increase 
in the average load per vehicle. A 
traffic flow in excess of 176,000 tons 
per week is now common on many 
provincial roads, and credit is duo 
both to the vehicle designer and 
to the road constructor for the fact 
that these roads are standing such 
loads, upon the whole, without un- 
| duly rapid depreciation. — En- 
| gineering.
